Amon g the social question s of the d ay 
n on e is more in terestin g than that raised 
with referen ce to the gen esis awl ex< d us 
of the tramp. 
When ce d id he come? 
W hither is he boun d ? 
What is the true 
theory, explan ation or accoun t of bis ori­ 
gin an d especially, what are the prospect^ 
of his fin al return to civihza ion . man ly 
in d epen d en ce, self respect an d self-sup­ 
port? 
He who can an swer these ques 
tion s in telligen tly an d satisfactorily will 
ren d er this age w> ord in ary service. 
When we reflect that they are more 
than cue hun d red thousan d in n umber, 
that they are probably in creasin g rather 
than d imin ishin g, that they have arisen 
d urin g the last twen ty-five years, that 
they are mostly* able-bod ied men , that 
probably eighty per ceut of them have be 
come profession al beggars, that they have 
d o homes, n o refin ed , en n oblin g, social 
moral or religpus in fluen ces about them 
n o right to vote, n o share in the govern 
meat, n o prospect of acquirin g property 
or place amon g men , that they are vir 
tually * utcasts, outlaws, revellin g in d e­ 
bauchery an d lust, ripe for an y crime 
parasites vampires, prey in g on the bod y 
politic, the d aily recipien ts of charity 
which brin gs to them n o Christian bless 
in g, con stan tly un d er the eyes of the tit 
sciples of Jesus who feel powerless to 
help them, lyin g d own in the shad ow* of 
churches that have sen t an d can sen d 
them n o mission aries, when \\<* reflect 
that eighty thousan d boys an d old men 
but prin cipally youn g men . over fifty per 
cen t of whom ar« - son s of American pal 
en ts formin g a d istin ct aud easily recog 
n izable class are in our v< rv mid st in 
con d ition more pitiful, more d read ful an d 
more hopeless than the lowest heathen 
barbarian s or savages on earth, surely wt 
wilt con sid er this n o in sign ifican t « pics 
tion , an d surely our hearts will burn wiih 
in li? to d evise some mean s for their res 
cue an d reform « tion .

to con sid er a momen t to observe the fact 
that they are « lemoriliziug jiolitics by con 
cen tratin g, for a slight con sid eration , in 
d oubtful d istr.cts, or makin g th« - roun d s 
of the city ward s as repeaters, thus reu 
d erin g it n ext to impossible hr secure an 
hon est election . 
We kn ow them to he

We Kn ow that they furn ished 
tlie ran k an d file of the d esperad oes in 
the great rail road riots of 1877, when ten 
states called on the presid em for support 
from the n ation al army.

then , with Hen ry George, con sid er the 
tramp a vagabon d , an outcast, a poison ­ 
ous pariah, aven gin g on society the w ron g 
that he keen ly but vaguely feels that so 
ciety has d on e him, a terrible phen ome­ 
n on , 
an 
appearan ce 
more men acin g 
to the Republic than that of hostile ar 
mies an d fleets ben t on d estruction . 
Such burn in g word s d o n ot apply to all 
who for the time bein g may he foun d in 
the society of tramps; by n o mean s. 
Not 
all who rove about are id le by* choice an d 
beggars by profession . 
Man y of them 
are hon est men , good men in d eep trouble, 
men who would be glad to get stead y 
work, men who have been d riven by sick 
n ess or calamity to the last extremity; 
n teu with kin d heart an d read y sympa­ 
thies, men who would n ot kn owin gly d o 
a ha« l thin g. 
But they are n ot properly 
tramps in the sen se in which that word is 
coin in g to be used . 
Home authorities 
have estimated that as high as fifty per 
cen t of those strollin g about were work­ 
men hon e tly 
d esirin g vvoik. 
Better 
authorities have placed the estimate at 
ten per cen t. 
I have compromised on 
twen ty per cen t. 
Man y of these men cer­ 
tain ly are n ot to he stigmatized but sym­ 
pathized with, en couraged an d help« -« !. 
I have even foun d some cbristiaas amon g 
them. 
T w o at least w hose stories were 
then aud have sin ce been sufficien tly con ­ 
firmed . 
On e of these was an old man 
over eighty years of age, who had lost a 
little property an d for several yeurs eked 
out a precarious support by givin g lec- 
tureso n th e Bible, in coun try places an d 
who on ly asked if I kn ew where he could 
fin d some kin d family who would take 
him in for a few « lay s an d let him rest.

countries are little better, often ma king 
beg g ing and thiev ing expeditions a mong 
the more prosperous people who have 
displaced them. 
But these are organized 
to some extent, possess property and are 
a ssociated in families. 
Of such connec­ 
tions and encuraberanc.es 
the 
tramj 
know s nothing. 
The cynic» , of Greece 
wa ndered about the country in rags, slept 
in the streets, disdained all but the c ohis- 
est and most insipid food, decried the 
8ci<nc s and arts, were impudent, satir 
ical abusive. 
They were, howev er, con 
verts of a school of philosophy. 
They 
acted from principle, and made a virtue 
of renouncing the comforts and convert 
iences of lif< . 
A genuine tramp, how 
ever, is not much troubled with princi 
pies. 
He will sleep m a bed of down and 
feed on luxuries without any qualms of 
conscience, if unybody will provide them 
for him 
He has much in common with 
the Fa kir and Budhlsl priest*, who wa n­ 
der beg g ing from house to house. 
But 
these and the friars of the middle ages, 
'w h o swarmed ov er the country liv ing on 
the beggars dole, belonged to a religious 
order, v ow s of poverty were on them. 
The Friar especia lly often begg ed from 
the rich to feed the suffering outside his 
order and is known to have done ma ny 
Christlikc deeds. 
The tramp, howev er, 
is no religous dev otee and has lew if any, 
redg ous scruples. 
This g entlema n of leisure is then, a 
unique and original character 
He has a l­ 
most nothing in common with other tribes 
and hordes of wa ndering beggars, hence 
he must ha v e sprung from a widely dif­ 
ferent source. 
To locate that source is no 
easy matte» . 
If w e inquire of the tramp 
himself whence he came, we shall find 
him ig noia nt. » lull, ev a siv e or intention­ 
ally mislea ding . Their inability t»> phi­ 
losophize leads them to remarkable con 
elusions at times like the gra ndmother of 
a deaf mute who. it is Saul by l’rof. J ob 
Turner, to ha v e attributed her infirmity 
to the fa ct that the child was named after 
an aunt in England who was » leaf and 
dumb. 
Their ev a siv eness rewinds one of 
the man in prison who was a» k» *d by a 
visitor what brought him there, and re 
plied, ‘'sneezing, sir.
